Mooney's post entails receiving and resolving student grievances 
concerning academic and administrative procedures, practices and decisions.

In his dealings 
with complaints he may refer them to the appropriate office, or follow 
them up himself. 

The appointment of Student Ombudsman is made by the President 
acting on the recommendation of the President of the LMSA. The term is 
one year from July 3lst. 

Dennis graduated from Loyola in the spring of '71. He is the 
last winner of the college's C.0.T.C. Medal. He is a former student 
member of the Senate, and a former Vice-president of the LMSA. His office
